WASHINGTON, April 30.—An analysis 
of various official reports, received here 
shows that approximately 10,000 refugees, 
mostly Americans, have left. Mexico ‘in 
the past week. Reports from Consular 
and naval sources show that 8,399 refu- 
gees ‘have reached. the border from 
various points in the interior of Mexico 
in. that period, and that ‘many more 
refugees have come out of other dis- 
tricts, but official figures as to the 
number of the latter have not been re- 
ceived. It is estimated that ,altogether 
10,000 persons have sought places of 
Safety. 

Many women and children are included 
in-all the lists that have. been received 
here from Consul W. W. Canada” at 
Vera Cruz, from American Consuls at 
Points opposite El Paso, Eagle .Pass, 
Laredo and from. Consulate and nayal 
officers on both the Gulf and Pacific 
coasts of Mexico. 

Congress last week a apecoor tee $500, - 
000 to be used ‘in getting refugees. out 
of. Mexico: This fund is being expend- 
ed undér the direction of Secretary of 
State Bryan.. Part of the money has 
been used in chartering. steamships on 
both coasts to convey the-refugees froin 
Mexican ports to American ports.

The commanders of British and Ger- 
man warships in Mexican waters have 
aided in the work of rescuing the refu- 
gees.

A. Sprague, 3d., and Walter L. Wilson 
announced that + oor ganinagion plans 
were being considered. Mr. Lawson, 
who it was said expressed his inten- 
tion of retiring from control of the 
newspaper at once, announced that he 
would take no action until the commit- 
tee had prepared its report. 

For two weeks the - Record-Heraléd 
bondholders haye been considering sev- 
eral plans, one of which was said to in- 
clude. the purchase of The Inter Ocean 
and the consolidation of the two news- 
papers.

It is an indirect but 
substantial recognition of the princi- 
ple of the integrity of Ulster. And it 
can ‘hardly be denied that it has been 
extorted from the Government by the 
firm and threatening attitude of the 
Ulster Covenanters. The point had

That is, a good deal less 
rthan one-tenth of the electorate has 
decreed that the organic law of the 
State. shall be revised next year. If 
700 of these affirmative votes had 
been cast the other way, no ctonven- 
tion would have been held. If 1,400 
careless and indifferent voters who 
paid no attention to the appeal made 
to them to vote against the proposal 
had done so, there would have been 
ho convention. 

It is too late for all that. Tammany 
has ordered this convention, for New 
York County gave a majority of 26,- 
000 affirmative votes, It does not fol- 
low that Tammany will organize the 
convention; for the delegates are to 
be chosen at the general election this 
Fall, and present. expectations. will 
be disappointed if the Republicans 
do not make a much better showing 
this year than in the past four years. 
The advocates of direct primaries, 
however, must. be very blind indeed 
if. they do not read the lesson of this 
Constitutional Convention vote. Tam- 
many, always organized, always. alert 
when there is political work to .be 
done, will easily control the primaries 
next.September.

Spanish builders. 

There. is, indeed, no doubt that Span- 
iards of the time when San Juan de 
Ulloa was erected at such enormous ex- 
pense were a barbarous Jot,. from the 
modern standpoint, or -that, if they 
didn’t delight im inflicting pain on per- 
sons for one or another reason consid- 
ered obnoxious, at. least they had no 
compunctions about doing it- and -éxer- 
cised much ingenuity in making the pain 
severe. In this characteristic, however, 
the Dons were not much, if any, differ- 
ent from their neighbors of that day, all 
of whom believed as firmly as they in 
both the efficacy and the propriety of 
torture, and resorted to it as frequently 
for both political and ecclesiastical ends. 

That the Spaniards have a worse repu- 
tation in this respect than the French or 
Germans or. Italians or English is large- 
ly due to two causes. One of them is 
that the literature dealing with their 
acts as atrocious villainies is much 
larger and more accessible to us tham is 
what they themselves wrote in the same 
vein about their enemies. The other 
can be found in the fact that wherever 
the Spaniards went they built of endur- 
ing material great structures like the 
fort of Vera Cruz, and these have lasted 
till’ this day to bear witness as to the 
mediaeval treatment~of rebels, heretics, 
and private foes by those in power. The 
really old “ monuments” in either 
America are almost all of Spanish con- 
struction; and hardly anything is left to 
remind us that Englishmen and French- 
men, tod, could be and were no laggard 
rivals of the Spanish in-either slaughter 
or torture.

One boss who evidently knows this -is 
the Superintendent of a Connecticut 
brass works who contributes an interest- 
ing little story to The Iron Age. At 
these works there was recently con- 
structed a long incline up which heavy 
loads were.to be wheeled in barrows, 
and premiums were offered to the men 
who did or exceéded a certain amount 
of this labor. They attempted it vigor- 
ously, but none succeeded in earning any 
of the extra money, instead they all fell 
considerably below the fixed task. * 

Prompt investigation by an expert dis- 
closed that the trouble lay im the fact 
that the men were working without suf- 
ficiently frequent periods of rest. There- 
upon a foreman was stationed by a 
clock, and every twelve minutes he blew 
a whistle. At the sound every barrow- 
Man stopped where he was sat down on 
his barrow, and-rested for three minutes. 
The first hour after that was done 
showed a remarkable change for the 
better in accomplishment; the second 
day the men all made a premium ailow- 
ance by doing more than what had been 
tdo much, and on the third day the 
minimum compensation had risen, on the 
average, 40 per cent., with no com- 
plaints of overdriving from any of the 
force. 

The resulting profits, whether. fairly 
shared or not between employers and 
employed, did not, as. the enemies of 
*‘ efficiency schemes ’’ often assert, go 
wholly to the boss. <A. possibly weak 
point in the tale is that it does not tell 
how long the plan continted to work, to 
the satisfaction of all concerned.

I-know it is.a 
hardship, and the gentlemen who were be- 
hind the enactment of the public health 
Jaw of this State undoubtedly knew it 
would be @ hardship. After a transatlantic 
voyage, even when the weather has been 
pleasant, fhere is a yearning to set foot 
on land which is impatient of any opposi- 
tion, and this notwithstanding the quar- 
ters occupied by the cabin passengers are 
as comfortable as could be obtained in any 
first-class ‘hotel. The food is excellent, 
and the: landlocked harbor removes all pos- 
sible anxiety as to the safety of the ship 
and its passengers. 

The 350 passengers to whom. you. refer 
would appear to be the first and second 
cabin passengers. May-I call your atten- 
tion to the fact that in addition to these 
there were on board your vessel’ 977 steer- 
age passengers, whc occupied quarters much 
léss luxurious. These steerage passerigers 
are the ones that give sanitary awtthorities 
the most comcern.
